 WHEREAS, Officer Cornett also enjoyed building relationships with students and talking 

to them on a personal level, his friendly demeanor and genuine concern emphasizing the 

positive aspects of police work; and 

 WHEREAS, Officer Cornett had also worked in patrol, community policing, and the traffic 

unit; and 

 WHEREAS, Officer Cornett passed away unexpectedly while on vacation in a foreign 

land; in a gesture of great love and respect, his body was escorted home from the airport by a 

cortege of fellow officers from the Kingsport Police Department, Tennessee Highway Patrol, and 

Sullivan County Sheriff's Office; and 
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 WHEREAS, Officer Cornett was a graduate of Dobyns-Bennett High School, where he 

was a star athlete; he worked for the Eastman Chemical Company for a number of years before 

joining the Kingsport Police Department in 2004; and 

 WHEREAS, Sean Cornett is survived by his loving sons, Tyrese and Tyson Cornett; his 

brothers, William Miller (Miranda) and Domingo Hale (Sarah); a stepdaughter, Danielle Miller; a 

granddaughter, Kelsi Brandon; his very special and devoted loved ones Melissa Campbell and 

Alijah Dunn; and a host of aunts, uncles, nieces, nephews, cousins, and dear friends; and 

 WHEREAS, he was preceded in death by his mother, Karen Schofield; father, William 

"Tito" Miller, Sr.; and both sets of grandparents; and
